true, as the survivors when brought on

dead bodies to preserve their own lives, 
The cook of the Bear said that all the sur- 
vivors stated that they had to eat the flesh 
of the fiend, as all thuir food, except a lit-

bodies had been eaten, but were told not to 
speak about it when they got into por'. 


HociiES'iEH, N. Y., Aug. 10.—When the 


body of Lieutenant Kisliugbury was rein- 
terred Tlunsdtiy in the grave at .Mount 
Hope, certain poitions wore retained by the 
physicians, who were requested by the 
friends of the dead man to make minute ex- 
amination in order to discover whethei 
there was any evidence that Kisliugbury 
had himself tiovoure 1 the flesh of his com- 
panions who had died before him. The dis- 
patches of Thursday contained the statement 
that fecal matter had 
been discovered 


in the intestines, and also a ball of what ap- 
peared to be a hairy substance. This was 
supposed to be sealskin that the man, in his 
iwful suffering, had eaten just previous to 
.us death. The investigation was continued 
to-day with the following insult: The feeal 
matter taken from the large intestine was 
found to bo composed of hair, woody and
